The Electoral College

Most people think that 
whoever gets the most votes is elected 
President. The Constitution, on the 
other hand, says otherwise. When the 
Constitution was written, it was 
understood that the federal government 
was beholden to the states that created 
it, not to the general citizenry. Voters 
chose their House representatives, but 
the states chose the Senators and the 
President. 

It was an excellent 
arrangement to diffuse political power 
and preserve state supremacy. To 
make it work, the President is to be 
elected by delegates chosen by the 
political parties within each state every 
four years. This group is called the 
Electoral College.

Apocalypse Now: Survivalists 
Dig in for November 9

Lucas and Nikki Cameron 
have been preparing for years—for 
nuclear war, for social unrest, for 
economic meltdown, and all kind of 
biblically prophesied turmoil. A 
completely insane election is just one 
more possibility for how it all ends, and 
people like them—so-called preppers, 
who were once known as survivalists— 
are ready. The Camerons have bought 
a plot of a land in a remote stretch of 
Tennessee, which I wasn’t allowed to 
see for fear of compromising the 
secrecy of its location. They are 
building a tiny house—144 square feet, 
to be exact—which they’ll put on the 
property and plant creeping vines and 
tall bushes to hide it from prying 
(government) eyes. It’ll have solar 
panels on its roof and there will be wind 
turbines on the property, which means 
they won’t need to rely on the electric 
grid. And, of course, they’ve stocked up 
on weapons and ammunition. 

He and Nikki run a 
business, Off Grid Contracting, to help 
others prepare for any modernity¬ 
ending eventuality, and what they’ve 
found is that the 2016 election has 
been a massive boost. Lucas' friend 
Kevin O’Brien, a realtor who 
specializes in helping people find plots 
of land to go off-grid, says, “My phone 
has been ringing off the hook. People 
are getting ready. The can has been 
kicked down the road so many times. 
It’s a mathematical probability that the 
dollar will collapse.” 

While the rest of the country 
expects—or at least hopes—the 
election will put a merciful end to the 
chaos of campaign season, the 
Camerons are among the many 
Americans who think it will only get 
worse. The end of the campaign, many 
in this community believe, is only the 
beginning: The really bad stuff will 
begin the day after the election. “I’ll be 
honest with ya, I think some things are 
going to go down,” Lucas told me. 


“Nobody takes Obama 
seriously,” he said, “but the two people 
who are running for office— people are 
scared that he’ll hit the nuclear button, 
and she’s so wicked that I won’t be 
surprised if she opens the floodgates of 
ISIS to come in and kill all Americans.” 

“It doesn’t matter who wins. 
We’re in trouble,” says David Kobler, a 
military veteran who runs the popular 
SouthernPrepperl YouTube channel 
out of South Carolina. 

Preppers are discussing 
how to get ready for the inevitable post- 
November meltdown. It’s a clearly 
pivotal moment in the country’s history, 
but there seems to be little agreement 
about just which way things will pivot. 
Kobler predicts an economic meltdown, 
regardless of who wins. Pastor Joe 
Fox, who runs Viking Preparedness out 
of the Ozarks, believes “we’ll keep 
doing what we do if Trump wins,” but if 
“that evil witch Hillary” wins, then “I’ll be 
preparing for nuclear war. Yep. The 
political powers that be, they want a 
war with Russia.” 

Aaron Liford, who runs 
SmartPrepper Gear in Lakeland, 
Florida, envisions the country igniting 
into urban riots. It is a common, if thinly 
veiled, refrain among preppers: racial 
violence. “After the election, I’m going 
to be staying away from the biggest 
cities,” Liford says. “I would avoid 
gatherings and tell people to pay 
attention to the news or Twitter if 
there’s a Black Lives Matter protest 
happening, to stay away from that.” 
Though he, too, sees the possibility for 
global instability: Clinton has 

threatened Russia, but Trump is 
volatile and likely to start something. 

There’s a significant 
religious component to a lot of prepper 
thinking, and Cameron is in that camp. 
“A lot of clients think prophetic events 
are going to kick off now in the year or 
two, especially what’s going on with 
Iran,” he says. In this view, the election 
will trigger a series of prophesied 
events that will lead to the End of Days. 
“The next sovereign we have will be the 
last sovereign,” he says. “There will be 
a sign that will take place in the 
heavens. The sign of the Virgin, with 
the sun at her head and the moon at 
her feet. It’s described in Revelation 12. 
When we have seen war in the Middle 
East where you have Egypt, 
Damascus, Iraq, Aleppo, and all these 
places described in Scripture I full well 
expect nuclear war over there in the 
next year or two, based on what’s 
going on.” 

There are other troubling 
signs: reports of the government’s 
desire to introduce RFID chips—“the 


mark of the beast”—or Hillary Clinton 
appearing in front of an American flag 
that, in the high Satanic fashion, is 
hung upside down—“Let’s put it this 
way: If she’s supposed to run the 
country, shouldn’t she know what the 
flag looks like?”—and Trump doing that 
thing with his hands where he makes 
an O with his index finger and thumb, 
fanning out the other three fingers into 
what is unmistakably the sign of the 
Devil: 666.

Home Defense 101

Do NOT get 
any closer to the criminal than you 
have to. 

2. Be prepared that the criminal may 
NOT comply with your orders, even 
though you have him at gunpoint. This 
is a dangerous situation and you may 
have to shoot him if he decides to 
attack. Keep your distance! 

3. If the criminal is complying, get him 
to lay face down with his hands out to 
the side facing away from you. In that 
position he is slowed down should he 
try to get on his feet or reach for a 
weapon. He also can't see you easily. 
Again, keep your distance! 

4. When the police arrive, it is best to 
holster the gun so it is not in your 
hands when they come into the room. 
Comply calmly with all commands, 
even though it is your house and you 
are the good guy. The police will 
quickly sort it out.

Virginia Citizens Defense 
League Sues Couric over 
Misleading Edits 

The Virginia Citizens 
Defense League, a pro-Second 
Amendment Rights group, has sued 
Katie Couric, Stephanie Soechtig, Atlas 
Films, and Epix on the claim of 
defamation after Couric released the 
anti-gun documentary, Under The Gun, 
with misleading edits. During the 
interview with VCDL members. Couric 
asked, “If there are no background 
checks for gun purchasers, how do you 
prevent felons or terrorists from walking 




into, say, a licensed gun dealer and 
purchasing a gun?” The camera then 
shifted to nearly 9 seconds of the 
VCDL members’ awkward silence and 
uncomfortable shifting. An audio 
recording shows that the VCDL 
members responded immediately, but 
Kouric and director Stephanie Soechtig 
had edited in the long, uncomfortable 
pause to make the gun rights group 
look foolish. 

The court complaint filed by 
the VCDL is on CBS-WTVR’s website. 

VCDL’s court filing features 
multiple screenshots of the edited 
portions of Couric’s documentary and 
was accompanied by additional video 
and audio sources. The VCDL calls for 
$12 million in compensatory damages, 
$350,000 in punitive damages to each 
plaintiff, and an injunction prohibiting 
future dissemination of the altered 
portion of the documentary. 

Under The Gun was 
released in early 2016 during the 
Sundance Film Festival. The clip in 
question went viral soon afterward. 
After the news broke about the edit, 
Couric released a statement on the 
documentary’s website stating, “VCDL 
members have a right for their answers 
to be shared and so we have posted a 
transcript of their responses here. I 
regret that those eight seconds were 
misleading and that I did not raise my 
initial concerns more vigorously.” 

Couric and the other 
defendents have yet to comment on the 
recently filed court case.

Harvey says his school called police 
and ordered him to have a 
psychological exam after discovering 
an homework essay against gun 
control on his thumb drive. 

Harvey wrote his essay in 
2015, for a teacher at Manville High 
School in New Jersey. 

According to New 
Jersey.com, Harvey left a thumb drive 
in a computer in the school library. He 
said “a Manville High School teacher 
instructed him to create a video arguing 
against gun control for a junior college 
readiness class last year” and that 
“video... provided examples of people 
who used guns to defend themselves 
from home invaders.” 

The thumb drive was turned 
over to the school administration, which 
then called police. The police “cleared 
Harvey” of any wrong doing, yet 
“district officials suspended him and 
said he’d have to undergo a five-hour 
evaluation before being allowed back in 
school.” The administration said the 
teacher who would have assigned the 
project does not remember doing so. 

Harvey’s mother chose to 
pull him from the school rather than 
have her son subjected to the 
psychological exam. She said he will 
simply pursue a GED to wrap things 
up. 

News 12 contacted the 
school district for comment but they 
declined, citing “confidential student 
information.”

The issue of gun control in 
the US has been eclipsed somewhat by 
the incendiary nature of this year’s 
presidential election campaign, but the 
below map shows just how far ahead of 
the rest of the world the country is 
when it comes to owning firearms. 

Data from the Small Arms 
Survey, supported by more recent 
figures from other sources, puts the US 
way out in front in terms of guns per 
100 residents, with 112.6, meaning 
there is more than one gun for each 
American citizen. The US figures come 
from a 2012 Congressional Research 
Service report.

Legislation Introduced to 
Protect Gunsmiths From 
Reckless State Department 
“Guidance” 

On Wednesday, House 
Majority Whip Steve Scalise (R-La.) 
and Sen. Steve Daines (R-Mont.) 
introduced the Export Control Reform 
Act of 2016, in response to the State 
Department’s move to redefine 
thousands of ordinary gunsmiths as 
“firearm manufacturers” liable for 
annual fees of $2,250, as well as red 
tape. 

Congressional inquiries to 
Secretary of State John Kerry to date 
have gone unanswered. 

The Obama administration 
has been involved in an effort to 
revamp the export control of defense 
materials. The effort, as originally 
proposed, was meant to “build higher 
walls around a smaller yard” by 
strengthening controls on America’s 
most sophisticated defense 
technologies, while reducing 

unnecessary restrictions and 

regulations on less sensitive items. 

Common firearms and 
ammunition were supposed to be the 
first to make this transition. However, 
the Obama White House backed away 
from its earlier commitment. 

As background materials 
released by Rep. Scalise’s office state: 

Proposed regs covering 
[firearms, guns and ammunition] have 
languished at the White House for 
almost four years. 


The Export Control Reform 
Act would implement those regulations. 
Specifically, it would transfer export 
control of all “non-automatic and semi¬ 
automatic” firearms up to .50 cal., 
inclusive, from the jurisdiction of the 
State Department to the Commerce 
Department. It would also do the same 
for “non-automatic and non¬ 
semiautomatic” firearms greater than 
.50 cal. up to and including .72 cal. 
Ammunition, parts, components, and 
accessories would be included as well. 

The bill would also cover 
sound suppressors, which are now 
legal for hunting and sporting purposes 
in a large majority of U.S. states, as 
well as in some foreign countries.

What does a ‘well-regulated 
militia’ really mean?

In September, 1774 Dr. 
Joseph Warren of Massachusetts wrote 
"The Suffolk Resolves" which stated: 
“That it is an indispensable duty which 
we owe to God, our country, ourselves 
and posterity, by all lawful ways and 
means in our power to maintain, defend 
and preserve those civil and religious 
rights and liberties, for which many of 
our fathers fought, bled and died, and 
to hand them down entire to future 
generations ... and that the inhabitants 
of those towns and districts ... do use 
their utmost diligence to acquaint 
themselves with the art of war ... and 
do, for that purpose, appear under 
arms at least once every week.” 

On Oct. 26, 1774, the 

Provincial Congress of Massachusetts 
reorganized their defenses with one- 
third of their regiments being 
“Minutemen,” ready to fight at a 
minute’s notice. 

But the earliest-known 
militia is found in ancient Israel, where 
every man was armed and always 
ready to defend his community. 

David B. Kopel stated in his 
article, “Ancient Hebrew Militia Law," 
that: “New Englanders intensely self- 
identified with ancient Israel - from the 
first days of settlement in early 17th 
century (Israel in the wilderness) to the 
days of the American Revolution, when 
New England’s ‘black regiment’ of 
clergymen incited the Revolution as a 
religious duty, and described the 
thirteen American colonies as the 
modern version of the twelve 
confederate tribes of Israel. Thus, 
ancient Hebrew militia law is part of the 




intellectual background of the American 
militia system, and of the Second 
Amendment. ... Every male ‘from the 
age of twenty years up, all those in 
Israel who are able to bear arms’ ... 
were obliged to fight, to go forth ‘armed 
to battle.’ Men who failed this duty 
‘sinned against the Lord.’ Although God 
may work miracles ... the righteous ... 
may never force God’s hand by 
demanding a miracle - putting good 
people in danger and expecting God to 
protect them. ...” (Denver University 
Law Review, July 15, 2013) 

Kopel continued: “Israel’s 
military system was ‘based on the duty 
of every able-bodied male to bear arms 
and serve.’ Israel relied on a militia, in 
which citizen soldiers would spend 
most of their time cultivating their 
farms, or engaged in other economic 
production, and would fight only for 
limited periods (ideally, after the 
harvest), and only when necessary. 
Similarly, during the American 
Revolution, most men served in their 
state militias, rather than the 
Continental Army. Thus, they were 
most able to keep their farms in 
production, and other economic activity 
in progress. This was an important 
reason why the United States was able 
to economically sustain a war that 
lasted eight years. ...” 

“Another purpose of the 
Hebrew militia system was the 
decentralization of power, for the 
preservation of liberty. The Etz Hayim, 
(a modern Conservative Jewish version 
of the Pentateuch with commentary), 
explains: ‘Deuteronomy does not intend 
that the Israelites maintain a standing 
army... Instead, they are to have a 
civilian army, or militia, mobilized at 
times of need... Reliance on a militia 
rather than a standing army for military 
needs is another example of 
Deuteronomy’s dispersal of power 
among different officials.'” 

Kopel concluded: The 
authors of In Battles of the Bible 
"summarized how the militia system 
preserved popular participation in the 
government: The people in arms 
formed the national assembly of initially 
sovereign peoples. ... Ancient Jewish 
society ... never gave way to 
absolutism. The ‘people’ always 
remained ... a body with influence on 
the affairs of state. 

“This fact was instrumental 
not only in the preservation of the 
people in arms as the mainstay of the 
Israelite armed forces until the 
destruction of the First Temple (586 
BC) ... but also in the apparent 
readiness of the Israelites to bear the 
constant burden of military 


preparedness.’ ... If Western 
Civilization can be said to be founded 
on two pillars of Athens and 
Jerusalem,’ the Jewish pillar matches 
the Greek pillar in recognizing the 
importance of an armed people in 
preserving liberty through service in a 
militia of all free and able-bodied men.” 

The Provincial Congress 
issued a resolution to Massachusetts 
Bay, 1774: “Resistance to tyranny 
becomes the Christian and social duty 
of each individual. ... Continue 
steadfast, and with a proper sense of 
your dependence on God, nobly defend 
those rights which heaven gave, and 
no man ought to take from us.” 

The South Carolina 
Constitution stated March 26, 1776: 
“The colonists were therefore driven to 
the necessity of taking up arms, to 
repel force by force, and to defend 
themselves and their properties against 
lawless invasions and depredations.” 

On July 6, 1775, the 

Continental Congress passed “The 
Declaration of the Causes and 
Necessity for Taking Up Arms,” 
composed by Thomas Jefferson, to 
explain to the British the presence of 
militiamen from several colonies 
gathering near Boston: “We most 
solemnly, before God and the world, 
declare, that, exerting the utmost 
energy of those powers, which our 
beneficent Creator hath graciously 
bestowed upon us, the arms we have 
been compelled by our enemies to 
assume, we will, in defiance of every 
hazard ... employ for the preservation 
of our liberties; being with one mind 
resolved to die freemen rather than to 
live slaves ....”

ISIS Calls for Random Knife 
Attacks

A new magazine issued by the 
Islamic State advises lone jihadists to 
get over any squeamishness about 
using knives and embrace sharp 

objects as "widely available" weapons 
of jihad in nighttime stabbing 
campaigns. 

ISIS' Al-Hayat Media Center 

issued the second issue of its 

magazine Rumiyah, meaning Rome, in 
English, Turkish, German, French, 
Indonesian, Russian, Arabic and 

Uyghur. The design of the magazine is 
simpler than ISIS' English-language 
Dabiq. It's also much shorter: 38 pages 
compared to the 82 pages in the last 
issue of Dabiq. 

In the first issue of Rumiyah, 
which debuted a month ago, jihadists 


were advised to target teens playing 
sports after school or even flower 
sellers hawking blooms on the street. 

In the new PDF issue 
distributed widely via social media and 
Google Drive, an article on terror 
tactics assures would-be jihadists that 
"one need not be a military expert or a 
martial arts master, or even own a gun 
or rifle in order to carry out a massacre 
or to kill and injure several disbelievers 
and terrorize an entire nation." 

A footnote in the article states 
that ISIS won't be using the term "lone 
wolf," but "just terror operations" — 
"just" as an adjective for "justice." Al- 
Qaeda calls lone operations "open- 
source jihad." 

Hinting that the article is one 
in a forthcoming series about terror 
tactics, ISIS focused on the benefits of 
knives to help potential terrorists with 
the "ocean of thoughts" that "might 
pour into one’s mind" when considering 
an attack. 

"Many people are often 
squeamish of the thought of plunging a 
sharp object into another person’s 
flesh. It is a discomfort caused by the 
untamed, inherent dislike for pain and 
death, especially after 'modernization' 
distanced males from partaking in the 
slaughtering of livestock for food and 
the striking of the enemy in war," the 
unbylined article states. "However, any 
such squirms and discomforts are 
never an excuse for abandoning jihad." 

ISIS suggested a "campaign 
of knife attacks" in which the attacker 
"could dispose of his weapon after 
each use, finding no difficulty in 
acquiring another one." 

"It is explicitly advised not to 
use kitchen knives, as their basic 
structure is not designed to handle the 
kind of vigorous application used for 
assassinations and slaughter," the 
article states, further advising "to avoid 
troublesome knives, those that can 
cause harm to the user because of 
poor manufacturing.”

11 states are considering a 
law that could transform how 
the US prevents gun violence

Violent crime is going down 
in America, but the problem of gun- 
related murders is still very real. 

A study released earlier this 
year by the American Journal of 
Medicine found that Americans are 10 
times more likely to be killed by guns 
than people in other developed 
countries. 




And the suicide rate, while 
equal to many other high-income 
countries, is still marred by the fact 
guns are the method of choice eight 
times more often. 

But instead of addressing 
violence as it happens, the country 
could improve its methods for detecting 
"high-risk" people and take guns out of 
the equation altogether. 

A proposed law permits 
judges to order police officers to 
confiscate people's firearms for up to 
one year if those officers (or in certain 
cases, family members) report the 
person is at-risk for suicidal or 
homicidal behavior. The states 
considering the law include Delaware, 
Illinois, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Missouri, New Jersey, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Virginia, and 
Wisconsin. 

California and Indiana 
passed similar versions of the law 
earlier this year, and Connecticut has 
had one in place since 1999. 

Evidence from around the 
world suggests that fewer guns in 
people's hands translates to fewer gun 
deaths overall. 

The most telling example 
comes from Australia, where in 1996 a 
mass murderer killed 35 people and 
wounded 23 others. 

But here's where Australia 
got creative. Over the next 12 months, 
the country allowed its gun-toting 
citizens to sell their weapons back to 
the government. More than 700,000 
firearms were destroyed. An estimated 
$500 million was paid back to former 
gun owners. 

According to a 2010 review 
of the program, rates of gun deaths — 
both homicide and suicide — 
plummeted. Similar research in the US 
has found the same: Places with more 
guns experience more gun violence, 
and places with fewer guns experience 
less gun violence. 

According to a Connecticut 
study that examined the state's 
reduction in suicides between 1999- 
2013, those who had their guns seized 
committed suicide at a rate 40 times 


the state average — a signal to 
researchers the program was targeting 
at-risk people. 

What's more, 44% of the 
time judges issued warrants, people 
got psychiatric treatment they might not 
have received otherwise. 

The takeaway is that gun 
violence may not always be as pre¬ 
meditated or deeply rooted as we might 
think. The majority of gun violence may 
result simply because people have 
access to guns. 

If the 11 new states 
ultimately choose to join the three that 
have already seen the value of creating 
distance between at-risk gun owners 
and their firearms, at least temporarily, 
the nation as a whole might someday 
be able to find some lasting respite 
from the devastation of gun violence.

Guidance on Ammunition 
That Has Been Submerged in 
Water 

Is it possible to salvage 
ammunition that has been exposed to 
water? Can ammunition that has been 
submerged in water for a period of time 
be salvaged? Should one set it out and 
attempt to dry it? What are the potential 
hazards? 

To supply answers to these 
questions, one should look at the 
situation from two perspectives: First, 
ammunition that has been exposed to 
rain or moisture as could be normally 
encountered when hunting or shooting; 
and, secondly, ammunition that has 
been, for whatever reason, totally 
submerged for any length of time. 

Centerfire rifle, handgun and 
shotshell ammunition is reasonably 
tolerant of exposure to light rain or 
dropping in the snow or on damp 
ground as long as the exposure is 
limited and the cartridges are wiped dry 
immediately. Ammunition should not be 
carried or stored in any manner that 
may collect and trap water. 

Rimfire ammunition is much 
more susceptible than other 
ammunition types to moisture damage. 
Every effort should be made to prevent 
rimfire ammunition from being exposed 
to rain or dropped in the snow or on 
water-soaked ground. 

Regarding ammunition that 
has been submerged in water for any 
period of time, no attempt should be 
made to salvage or use it. Do not ship 
it back to the manufacturer. Contact 
your local law enforcement agency for 
disposal instructions in your area.
